I 
have only noted the Time of the Moons true Conjunction 
with the Fixed Stars from the Learned Heckerus his E phei 
nitrides, with the point then amending at London 5 with a 
conjecture therefrom, when the Vifible Occupations (hall 
happen: from which che intelligent Obferver may be fuf- 
ficientry inform’d , when to wait for any appearance, and 
what will be obfervable. 

Beftdes,having ofiate obferved,with my feven foot Tube, 
fame Appulfes of the other Planets to Fixed Stars, and col¬ 
lected all the Obfervable ones of the next year ,1 have ad¬ 
ded them to the Lunar Appuller. Both are very (lender la¬ 
bours, but may be veryufeful. 

September hft I was at Toronley. The firft week that I 
intended to have obferved $ there with Mr.Tonnleyf twice 
obferv’d him, but could not make two Obfervations, 2:; 
i intended, in one night. The firft night after my 
return, I had the good hap to meafure his diftances from 
two Stars the fame night ; whereby I find , that his Paral¬ 
lax was very fmall; certainly not 30 fecouds: So that! 
believe, the Suns parallax is not more than 10 feconds.Of 

this 
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this Obfervation I intend to write a fmall Trad, when I 
fhall gain leifure 5 in which I fhail demonftrate both the 
Diameter and Diftances ofall the Planets by Obfervations; 
for which I am now pretty well fitted. 

Having obferv'd the Diftances and Pofitions of the 5 
Stars, by which l made his tranfit i I find, that Tycho errs 
5 minutes at leaft both in the Places and Latitudes of them 
compared one with another. And certainly he errs as much 
in many others > fo that the labour of Monlieur Hevelius to 
rectify their places is very needful.Not that I find fault with 
Tycho -/tisa wonder, (conlidering how difficult it is to fee 
plainSights to a fmall Scar) chat ever he performed fo much 
and fo well: But if M. tievehvs ufe not Glafles in their 
room, I fear, we fhall but be where we were; aud yet with¬ 
out this Reftitutionwe cannot expetft any thing certain, 
much lefs accurate 5 in Aftronomy.
